6» The center of the compound measured about 300 by 100 meters, and was 
occupied by a basketball court and a volleyball court t each measuring 
approximately 15 by 20 met era. The other eida of the compound wan bordered 
by a line of trees, of the t^pa named SAUj behind which the compound 
apparently ended. Behind the trees, the old school gate was located , 
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It seemed In disuse and was probably blocked .^^ ^fe

10, The BOW facility was located in a residential area, in existence for about 
50 or 60 years .

Ho military 
installations were located in the immediate vicinity (sie), and ths nearest 
open area w&g a soccer field* located about 1 kilomster southard, near the 
bridge, the street inmediately south of the compound sloped down from YEW 
PHtf Street, and this incline, considered the most dangerous in HANOI, had 
apparently been incorporated in the official motorcyclist's driving test.
